REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TERM INDICATED ON 
PATENT PURSUANT TO 37 C.F.R. 1.705 (d) 

Sir: 

1 . The above-referenced patent issued on October 26, 20 1 0. The patent 
indicated that the PTA is 1538 days. It is believed that the correct total PTA to date is 
1774 days. 

2. The number of PTA credits of 796 days for PTO delay under 35 U.S.C. § 
154(b)(1)(A) and 37 C.F.R. § 1.702(a)(1) and 35 U.S.C. § 154(b)(1)(B) and 37 C.F.R. § 
1.702(b) that is set forth on the enclosed PTA History printed on September 2, 2010 
(Exhibit A) is correct. Patentees believe that total PTA credit of 1774 days is appropriate 
based upon the following. 

3. In accordance with § 1.705(d), this application for patent term adjustment is 
filed within two months of the October 26, 2010 issue date of the patent. 

4. The following statements are required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b)(2)(i). 

i) The correct total PTA credit is 1963 days. 

ii) The basis for the 796 days PTA credit is under §§ 1 .702(a)(1) and is 
due to the PTO's failure to mail a notification under 35 U.S.C. § 132 
or a notice of allowance within 14 months of the application's filing 
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date. The basis for the 1167 days is under § 1.702(b) and is due to 
the PTO's failure to issue a patent within three years of the filing 
date. (796 days plus 1167 days = 1963 days.) 

5. The following statements are required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b)(2)(h). 

i) The relevant dates as specified in § 1 .703(a) for one part of the PTA 
credit is as follows: 

The date of May 2, 2005, which is the date that is the day 
after the date that is fourteen months on which the application was 
filed under 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 1(a), and the date of July 6, 2007, which 
is the mailing date of a notification under 35 U.S.C. § 132.

This period of delay is 
1 167 days. 

Excluded from this delay is the overlap period beginning on 
March 1, 2007 and ending on July 6, 2007. This period of overlap is 
127 days. 

(796 days plus 1167 days m i nus 127 days equals 1836 days.) 

6. Any patent granted on this application is not subject to a terminal 
disclaimer. See 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b)(2)(iii). 

7. The following statements are required by 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b)(2)(iv)(A): 

(i) The response after non-final Office action filed October 8, 2007 w'as 
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filed after the three-month period for filing a response. Under 
§ 1 .704(b), the period of adjustment for delay associated with this 
reply begins on the day after the date that is three months after 
the mailing of the Office action on July 6, 2007 and ends on the date 
the reply was filed on October 8, 2007. This period of delay runs 
from October 7, 2007 to October 8, 2007. This period of delay is 2 
days. 

(ii) The Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) was filed on January 
20, 2009, after the filing of a Notice of Appeal on December 19, 
2008. Under § 1.704(b), the period of adjustment for delay 
associated with this reply begins on the day after the date the Notice 
of Appeal was filed on December 1 9, 2008 and the date the IDS was 
filed on January 20, 2009. This period of delay runs from December 
20, 2008 to January 20, 2009. This period of delay is 32 days. 

(iii) The response after non-final Office action filed July 14, 2009 was 
filed after the three-month period for filing a response. Under 

§ 1 .704(b), the period of adjustment for delay associated with this 
reply begins on the day after the date that is three months after 
the mailing of the Office action on March 16, 2009 and ends on the 
date the reply was filed on July 14, 2009. This period of delay runs 
from June 17, 2009 to July 14, 2009. This period of delay is 26 
days. 

(iv) The Notice of Appeal filed February 15, 2010 was filed after the 
three-month period for filing a response. Under § 1.704(b), the 
period of adjustment for delay associated with this reply begins on 
the day after the date that is three months after the mailing of the 
Office action on November 13, 2009 and ends on the date the reply 
was filed on February 15, 2010. This period of delay runs from 
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February 14, 2009 to February 15, 2010. This period of delay is 2 
days. 

(2 days plus 32 days plus 26 days plus 2 days equals 62 days.) 

9. Patentees request reconsideration of the patent term as indicated on the 
patent from 1538 days to 1774 days.
